Dear Admiral Raborn: 

The Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) was created 
by the National Security Council pursuant to the provisions of Section 101 of 
the National Security Act (NSC 17/4 and NSC 5425/1). Its Charter was issued 
on July 18, 1949 (NSC 17/6). Pursuant to National Security Action Memorandum 
161, dated June 9, 1962, from the President, the ICIS is now responsible to 
the Attorney General instead of to the National Security Council. By a ; 
Directive from the Attorney General, dated March 5, 1964, the ICIS Charter 
was amended to reflect the provisions of NSAM 161. 


The Charter authorizes and directs the ICIS to effect the coordination . 
of all phases of internal security except those which are assigned to the 
Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference (IIC) , namely, the coordination of 
the investigation of all domestic espionage, counterespionage, sabotage and 
subversion. The ICIS is comprised of four member departments, and fifteen 
departments and agencies are represented on its several subcommittees. ICIS 
is charged with the establishment and maintenance of the highest practicable 
state of internal security, including the making of necessary plans and 
preparations for adequate internal security in the event of a war-related 
emergency. This responsibility includes taking the necessary action to 
ensure that adequate measures are instituted by all appropriate departments 
and agencies in those matters under their jurisdiction which affect the 
internal security of the United States. 


In line therewith, the ICIS, since its establishment, has studied our 
internal security problems, and various internal security programs have been 
put into effect as a result of ICIS recommendations. Tn order to as sist, the. 
ICIS in carrying out its re s p o nsibilitie s , _ a nd _ t o _ p rovid e an up- to-date view 
of our internal secu rity postu re In li ne with its. Charter responsibilities , 
.this Comm ittee is making a survey of the spe cific internal security, .responsi- 
bilities of each department and agency __ of the._ Executive Branch, and. of .the, 
curr.e.n..t status of" the various inter na l security programs. The results of thi 
survey will be made available to the Attorney General pursuant to NSAM 161, 
and will enable him to determine if the ICIS is fully meeting its responsi- 
bilities. The ICIS is also contemplating the publication of an internal 
security programs manual, based on the results 
would be circulated throughout the government 
government security programs.
